G irl Scouting is one of the youth organizations funded by 
United Way involving girls from second grad e thru high 
school. T h e funds allotted to Girl Scouting in the Rush 
County Association are sent to the office of Treaty Line 
Council G irl Scouts in R ichm ond; in turn, the Council 
supplies R ush County scouts the necessary "tools" with 
w hich to operate. 
T he first tool is the Girl Scout Cabin. T reaty line Council 
provides for any needed rep a irs to the exterior of the 
cabin a s well as for the d rap e rie s and appliances. Other 
ex p en d itu res by the Council include insurance for the 
building, phone installation, an d heating costs. The cabin 
is used a s a weekly m eeting p lace for most Rushville 
girls. B e cau se of its location, G irl Scouts in outlying are as 
use the cabin as a special m eeting place w henever 
possible. 
T h e o th e r tool provided by the Council for our neigh­ 
borhood (County) is the professional scout A professional 
scout is em ployed by Treaty Line Council to instruct all 
volunteer adult leaders. It is she who initiates ideas and 
extends the avenues open to le ad ers and their scouts 
P a t M ayer, who is the professional scout in our area, 
holds a training session in the fall of each year for all new 
leaders. At this training session. Miss M ayer explains Girl 
Scouting on each level of Hie s u p e rstru c tu re - national, 
regional, council, neighborhood, and individual troop. 
Included in this orientation is the im portance of girl 
go v ern m en t and their activities within the Girl Scout 
P ro m ise an d Law In the spring of ea ch y ear, our profes­ 
sional scouts presents another train in g session dealing 
with outdoor skills in prep aratio n for Day C am p At this 
training, the leaders learn how to pitch a tent and build 
different types of fires along with the various possible 
m ethods of preparing m eals in the out-of-doors. 
In addition to the training sessions offered, T reaty Line 
Council holds a 
L eader’s 
C onference consisting oi 
w orkshops on crafts, silk screening, songs, gam es, out­ 
door skills, badge work, and w eaving. The Council also 
has se v eral filmstrips designed to instruct as well as 
prom ote scouting; these a re av aila b le upon request. 
T h e r e a r e approxim ately 450 involved in Girl Scouting 
in R ush County. Three hundred and seventy-five girls are 
reg istered in scouting in addition to seventy-five volun­ 
teer leaders, assistant leaders, troop co m m ittee m em b ers 
and in activ e m em bers. Not only does Girl Scouting in­ 
volve girls living in Rushville, but scout troops a re also 
organized in Arlington, M anilla, Milroy, New Salem, 
O range an d C arthage,
